‚ The reverse of fortune, equally rapid and 
extraordinary, was the-presage of an impor- 
tant revolutioa in the relations. of the body 
politic in Kurope. The: alliance between 
Russia, Great Britain, aad Sweden, offered a 
new poiatjof re-uoion to the neighbouriog 
states. Prussia, who had long familiarised to

the danger of an immediate political death, 
setzed the favorable opperteuity and threw 
herself into the arms of tte Allies.

Kvery where 
did the restiess wishes of the people outstrip 
the regular march of their gorernments; the 
desire. of possessing independence wader the 
shield of their own uative laws, the feeling of 
outrageous naticnal honour, and of indijsnae 
tion ëaused by the abuses of a foreign power, 
was scen to kindie on every side. 
His Majesty the Emperor, too culightened 
motto see in this turn of affairs the naturat 
and necessary eonsequence of the violent state 
of tension by which it had been preceded, and 
too just to tegard it only with indigaation, 
had no object in view but how to draw from 
it general advantages to Europe, by a course 
of measures weighed with deliberation and 
kappily combined. 
„From the beginning of-December, the Ause 
trian Cabinet uscd decided arguments to bring 
back the Empèror Napoleon to a just and 
pscifie policy, by urging motives which affect 
ed his pecaliâr interests nearly as much as 
those of the rest of the world. Those argua 
ments were repeated and enforced from time 
to time: «It might have been hoped, that the 
impression of recent lesses, that reflection, on 
the useless sacriflce of an immense army, on 
the necessity of vigorous measures to repair 
these losses, où: the. decided aversion of tha 
French nation, and of al! the countries ine 
volved in her fate, to a war, which, without 
offering ther the prospect of any indemnifie 
catión; exhausted and disarranged their ine 
terior,; that, in a word, a prudent considera= 
tion of the uncertainty of the issue of this new 
and most formidable erisis, would have in. 
duced the Emperor Napoleon to listen to the 
representations of Ausiria. The tone in which 
these representations were urged were per. 
fectly adapted to the eircum&tances of atfuirs 4 
they were made with the firmness demanded 
by the greatness of their object, as well as 
with all the moderation which the desire of 
their. success, and which the amicable relationg 
already subsisting: were calculated to inspire. 
It was certainly not to be expected that 
overtures proceeding from so pure a sourceg 
should-meet with à positive rejection ; but tha 
Marnér in whictethey were received, and stilk 
more the striking eontrast which the sentin 
ments of Austria -prèsented when comparcd 
with the conduct of the Emperor Napoleon, 
at the moment when her pacific attempts mis. 
carried, were calculated to puta speedy end 
to the most pleasing hopes. 
: Instead ‘of dissipating the clouds which 
hung over the fature, and of calming the gea 
tteral despair by the language of moderation, 
the highest authorities in France loudly an. 
nounced on every occasion, that the Kmperor 
Napoleôn would never listen to any propo- 
sals for a peace which wouid violate the integ. 
rity of the territories of France, (in the 
Freach acceptation of the terrt,) or the con.

Austria nevertheless continued her efforts 
to persuade the French Emperor of the urgent 
necessity of Peace—acting in crery step she 
took with this view, on the conviction, that 
the exorbitant power of France having desc 
troyed the balance aad order of Hurope, no 
real peace could exist till limits were set to 
this preponderance. Atthe same time, His 
Majesty took all the measures necessary for 
strengthening and concentrating his A rmiese 
The Emperor teit {hat to prevent his intervene 
‘tian iu favor of peace from being altogether 


nugatory, it was necessary to be prepared for 
war. His Majesty had long been aware, that 
the probability of his taking an immediate 
share in the contest, ought not to beleft out 
uf his calculatiens, Affairs could not much 
tunger remain in the state in which they were 
up to this period. The Emperor was fully 
impressed with this conviction, and by it he 
was guided in his further proceedings. He 
was confirmed in this belief by the bad success 
which had already from tae first attended 
every pacific attempt. It was easy to calcu- 
Ïste the result—manother order of things must 
be produced, either by negocistion or by 
dorce of arms. 

The Emperor Napoteon not only foresaw 
these military preparations of Austria, but 
acknawledged them to be necessary, and had 
even desired and expresscd his approbation of 
them on more than one occasion. He had 
sufficient reason to know, that His Majesty. 
the Emperor would set aside, ata moment so 
deeisive of the fate of the world, every person. 
al or temporary consideratiou; that he wouid 
consult only the permanent advantage of his 
Eu:pirc and of the surrounding states, and 
that he would be decided only by those. pow- 
erful motives. 

The Austrian Cabinet never expressed itself 
in a manner wiich could admit of a different 
interpretation, and no one had a right so supe 
pose thäát the Austrian Emperor would lend 
his aid to new revolutivns in Europe. Nes 
vertheless France did not hesitate to acknow- 
Îedge, that the mediation of Austria must be 
an armed mecliation; and further even declar- 
ed more than once, that Austria could no fan. 
ger be content to play a secondary part, and 
that it was right that she should present hers 
self in the scene with a commanding force, 
and decide ou the question at issue{as a prin. 
cipal power. Whatever were the fears of 
France, or whatever hopes she reposed in Aus. 
tria, this avowal was a couclusive Justification 
of the measures pursucd by Hiz Majesty the 
Emperor. de 

Events had proceeded this length, when the 

Emperor Napoleon quitted Paris to check the 
progress of the Ailied armies. Even their 
encmries have done homage to the heroisin dis. 
played by tbe Russian and Prussian troops, 
in the bluody eugagemeuts of the month of 
May. 
It is as much to the superiority in numbers 
of the French armies and the acknowledged 
military talents of their leader, as to the poli- 
tical combinations which have directed all the 
enterprises vf the Allied Bovercigus, that we 
ought to attribute the circumstarce, of this 
Árst period of the campaign not being more 
favorable to their desires. … They set out with 
the firm conviction, that the cause for which 
they fought could not long remain personal 
to them=—=ihat sooner or later, whether suc- 
cessful or the reverse, every state which had 
not been entirely spoiled of its liberties, and 
every independent armed force weuld range 
themselves on the same side. -'fhey did not 
allow free scupe to the valor of their troops, 
further tan the necessity of the moment des 
‘manded, and kept in reserve a considerable 
part of their force, for the period when 
strengthened by more extended means, they 
might expect the most complete success, 1 
was for the same reason, and for the purpose 
ef awaiting the further developement of events, 
that they conseuted to sigu an armistice. 

In the mean time, by the retreat of the ale 
Lies, the war had for the moment taken a turn 
wehich convinced the Emperor more and more, 
tet it would be impossible for him to remain 
auy longer a quiet spectator of its progress. 
Abose ali, the fate of the Prussian monarchy 
necessarily attacted the lively interest of his 
Masesty. : 

‘The Emperor felt pursuaded, that the resto. 
ration of the power of Prussia, wasthe first 
step tuwards the re-establishment of the po- 
Ntical system of Burope. In the danger 
which menacud that power, he saw the safety 
pf: his owu states involved. TKhe Emperor 
Napoleon had declared to the Court of 
Vienna, ever since the. month of April, that 
he regarded the destruction of. Prussia, as the 
natural,” sequence, ef a defectiou from her 
alliance sfith france, aud of the continuance 
of tab war ; aud thatit rested solely on Austria, 
to uuite to her Empire the finest and most 
important provinces of the Prussian Monar. 
chy. ‚ ’ 

Such a declaration clearly proved that no 
means were to be neglected.to save this 
power. Ifthisgraud end could not be attained 
by au equitable peace, Kussia and Prussia 
must be supported by an energetic co-opera- 
tion. It was witù a VICW to this natural ob- 
ject, respecting which France couid no longer 
deceive herself, that His Majesty with the ut= 
most activity continued his warlike proparae 
HiOnB. ef 

in the beginning of June he quitted his Ca. 
pital and repaired to the neigùbourhood of 
the theatre of war, as much with the view of 
Jaboriag on vane hand to bring about a peace, 
which was ever the fiest object of his wishes, 
as of directing on-the other hand, with stiit 
‘more energy, preparations for war, iu Case 
no other alternative should be left to Austria. 

A short time previously the Emperor Na- 
poleon announced, that he had proposed a 

Congress for peace to be heid at Prague, at 
whien the Plenipotentiaries of France, of the 
„United States of America, of Denmark, ef 
the King of Spain, and of all the Princes in 


alliance with France on the one side; and.on

The Court of Vienna were absolutely igno- 
rant, (save in as far as they derived their in- 
formation from the public priats,) respecting 
the parties to whom this proposal was ad. 
dressed, and by what way, or in wbat diplo-. 
raatic form, or by what organ this proposte 
tiun was.to be communicated. 

It was further so difficult to conceive, in 
what mauner such a project was to be brought 
about, or how it was possible that a negaci- 
ation for peace could take rise from the union 
of such heterogeneous elements, as could net- 
ther adopt any fixed basis nor prepare any 
generäl plan, that it was justifiable to regard 
this proposal, rather as a dream of the imagi- 
nation than a serious invitation to a grand poe 
Kitical measure. - 

Forcibly impressed with. the dilficulties 
which were opposed to the effecting of à ge= 
neral peace, Austria had for a loug time atten 
tively considered, whether this odject might 
not: be brought about gradually, and as it 
werestep by step, and had expressed here 
self to this purpose in her language both to 
France and to Russia and Prussia. Not that 
Austria misconceived for an iustant the ne. 
cessity and immense value of a peace nego. 
eiated and concluded by al! the great powers 
acting in concert, without which Europe could’ 
enjoy neither security nor happiness; nor that: 
she-evér-admited the idea that the Continent: 
eouldexzist, if the separation of its. interests’ 
from: those of England, ceased for a nioment 
to be considered as a mortal blow==but the 


Proposals of Austria, since the repulsive de.’ 


Clarations of France had destroyed all hope of: 
including England in the general negociatious, 


ought to be considered as a necessary step to 


future more extensive negociations,—to a real 
General Congress. : 

Her propositions were calculated to furnish 
the preliminary articles for the principal trea. 
ty, and to pave the way by a long Continen. 
tal armistice to negociations more extensive 
and founded on a more solid basis. If the 
aim of Austria had been ditferent, Russia aad 
Prussia, bound as they were to England by 
the most svlemn treaties, would never have 
been induced to accept the invitation of the 
Austrian Cabiunct. 

After the Courts of St. Petersburgh and 
Berlin, induced by a couidence highiy flat. 
tering to His Majesty the Emperor, declared 
themselves ready to assist ata Congress fur 
Peace under the mediatiou of Austria, steps 
were taken to obtain the formal assent of the 
Emperor Napoleon, and to settle with him 
the preliminary measures which vught to lead 
a negociation. With this view His Majesty 
resolved, in the end of June, to send to Dres. 
den his Minister for foreign atlairs. The 
result of this mission was the signature of a 
Convention dated June 30th, by which the 
Emperor Napoleon accepted the profercd 
mediation of His Majesty the Emperor for 
effecting either a general. peace, or, in the 
event of the failure of that object, a prelimi- 
nary Coutineutal Peace, 'Îhe City of Prague 
was fixed upon as the place at whicit the Con- 
gruss should meet, and the 5th of July, as the 
day on which it should hold its first sitting. 
Yo aow the necessary time for the negocia- 
tious, it was stipulated in the same convention 
that the Emperor Napoleon would not be- 
fore the 10th of August, declare at an cud 
the armistice which it was agreed should con- 


tinue to the 20th of July: aad His Majesty: 
tie Emperor engaged to obtain from the” 


Couris of Russia and Prussia, a similar and 
reciprocal declaration. 

The stipulations ‘at Dresden were immedi- 
ately communieated to those Courts. 
‘Though tbe proiongation of the Armistice 
subjected them to many difficulties and great 


inconvenience, these considerations neverthe- 


less yielded to their desire of affording to His 
Majesty the Emperor a new proof of their 
confidence, and of testifying in the.face of 


“the world that they were unwilling to neglect’ 


any prospect, however futile or precarious,” 
ot bringing about a peace, or to’ spare any 
attempt which might pave the way to that 
object. ‘Fhe Convention of the 30th-of Jene 
suffered no alteration, except that the day on 
which the Congress was to be opened was 
prorvgued to the 12th of July, because the 
above transactions could not be sooner con 
cluded. : A 

At the same time His Majesty, unwilling te 
renounce the hope of putting anend by a 
general peace to the sutferings of humanity; 
and to the dilapidations of the political world, 
resolved on making new overtures to the Brie 
tish Government. The Emperor Napoleon 
not only received this project with apparent 
satisfaction, but even offéred of himself with 
a view toits acceleration, to grant passpocts 
through France to the persons who might 
be dispatched to England. The execution 
however, of this plan met with unforeseen dif- 
ficultics.. The. preparation of passports was 
putoff on futile pretexts from day to day, 
and ín the end decidedly refused. This civ= 
cumstance afforded new and striking grounds 
for doubting the sincerity of declarations of 4 
desire for peace, mare than once pronounced 
by the Emperor Napoieon; especially as 
many of his explanations at this period led to 
the belief that a maritime peace was the ob- 
ject he had principalty at heart.

Board by the prisoner, butthey also declined 
from {he same nietive. Fhe prisoner in 
consequerice kicked it overboard himeelf, 
Gulamatee was clerk to the serang or 
boatswain, and on his coming on board the 
Java in about ten days after the death of 
Ramsame, he inguired how all his men 
did, meaning the Luascars, when Gulam- 
alee told him of the circumstances of 
Ramsame'’s death, which induced the 
_gerang to go to Mr. Brown, the chief, and 
inquire the cause of Ramsame being treat- 
ed in the way he had been, when Mr. 
Brown told bim to go to hell and mind his 
own business, struck him a violent blow, 
and ordered him to be tied up and he was 
Hogged with seven dozen lashes; and on 


his being taken down, he was put into 
irons, and remained in that state for three 
or four days. When the Captain came on 
board, one of the tiîndals was flogged “and 


put in irens af the same time, be was-the : 


boatwain’s mate. The Captain also, on 
bearing the chief mate’s statement respect- 
ing the serang, ordered him to be tied up 
again, and to-receive three -dozen: more 
lashes, which were inflicted accordingly. 
In addition to the charge against the 
prisoners respecting Ramsame,. various

In four or five days after 
Sedan Matoy died. At thetime he recieve 
ed the blow he was considered in good 
health.

Extract of a letter from an Officer in 
Spuiu, to his Friend in. Glasgow — 
Camp, Pass of Roncesvalles, Aug. 15, 1813. 

“write you this from the top of a 
mountain in the Pyrenees in front of the 
Pass of Roncesvalles, near St. Pied de Port 
in France. We expect an attack from 
the enemy every day, but are better pre- 

ared for them in the Passes than we were 
the last time. : As the enemy advanced we 
fell back, and took up a position near 
Pampluna, as deseribed in Lord Welling- 
ton’s dispatches. When the encmy ar- 
rived, they attacked some Portuguese 
troops posted ou a hill, who stood against 
them the whole day, and drove them three 
times down the hill at the point of the 
bayonet. Onthe 28th, we were ordered 
farther to the left to support some Portu. 
geuse reginents, who had been sharply 








attacked ; and in going over a- high hill, 
we were exposed toa shafp fire of shot 
ard shells from the only battery I believe 
tie French had. The fusileer brigade, 
who were formed before us, immediately 


charged the enemy, and drove them down 


the hill, and through a wood, much. faster 


than they came up. Beliind them was. 
tieir principal force, on the face;of an im- . 
mense high hill directly in-front of us; 


from thence they continued to send out men 
to skirmish with usin the wood; and our 
hattulion companies were forced to go and 
ekirmish,.to which they had not been ac- 
customed, hy which we lost a good nurh- 
ber of meu. My company was the last 
relieved af night.” The 29th was spent by 


the armies in burying the dead, in doing
